The  handling  of  grain  and  fertiliser  cargoes  has  again  given 
rise  to  concern  throughout  the  year.  Certain  modifications  were  made  to 
the  grain  handling  plant  and  these  eventually  brought  about  an  improvement 
in  conditions. 

Fertiliser  continued  to  be  discharged  from  vessels  by  grab 
into  motor  vehicles,  a  process  which  occurred  on  approximately  200  days 
during  the  year.  Windy  conditions  gave  rise  to  nuisances  and  it  is 
difficult  to  see  the  position  being  improved  in  the  foreseeable  future.
